This invention consists in a paper sbell, the lower 
part of which is rifed, or made with grooyes cor- 
responding to the interna! configuration of the rifle

Prior to putting the 
shel! into the barrel of the rifle, a broad headed tack 
or short nail is inserted into. the aperatare ‘in the, 
cork. The shell is presed down the barrel by 
means of a hollow headed remrod, avti) it reaches 
the gun cotton cartridge. When the shell strikes 
aay object, the tack or nai! ts forcibly driven iuwards 
causing the matches to iguite and fire the gunpow- 
der, The explosive foree of the powder scatters 
the burning matebes in all directions, which conse- 
quently sets fire toany combustible materials they 
come in contact with. 

Wravine Conpep Fapaics.—By 
means of an ingeniots but simple mechanical ar- 
rangement, various kinds of fabrics hitherto pro- 
duced only in the hand-loom, or by the aid of very 
complicated power-loom mecbanism, may Bow be 
woven with as much ease and rapidity as ordipary 
pisin cloth. One of the special peculiarities in this 
improved arrangement consists of certain means 
for acting shifting drop-boxes when several shuttles 
are used. One thodificution consist of disca, to the 
edge of which are bolted a number of segmenta 
pieces of metal, which are made to project above 
the periphery of the disc, forming a series of teeth 
upon itsedge. The projecting parts of these lifting 
segments are varied according to the height the 
shuttle boxes are to be raised and are so arranged as 
to tring each sbuttie box in a line with the shed in 
the required order or succession. The disc is keyed 
ashaft, and to another shaft is keyed a lever, the end 
of whieh rests upon the periphery of the disc, so 
that when position the upper shattle-box is 
in a live with ; and as the end of the lever 
passes over the pr@jecting portions of the segments 
the lever raises the rod, which carries with itibe shut, 
tle box frame,bringgmg each sliuttle box in succession- 
opposite the shed. Therefure, according to the ar- 
rangement of the segments on the disc, so will the 
shuttle-boxes be successively broaght inte action, 
and by this means wefts of varying thicknesses or 
eifferent.colors may be thrown into the fabric with 
the utmost facility, thus placing at the command of 
the weaver a great varicty of patterns and effects, 
withoat requiring the aid of the complicated me- 
chenism hitherto used for the purpose. 

Coat vor Locomorrves.—The locomotive estab- 
lishments in the city of Lancaster, Pennsylvania, 
where the manufacture is carried on so extensively, 
have abandoned the uve of anthracite coal, which 
costs them four and a balf dollars per ton, and have 
substituted the semi-bituminous eoal ef the Broad 
Tep mines, which costs a little less than four dol- 
lars. After satisfactory experiments, they pro- 
nounce the latter to be strunger, producing creater 
heat, and barning up mach more cleanly than the 
former. An extensive cotton mill in Lancaster has 
made the same ehauge in its fuel. 

Soventivic Prof, 
Pierce, of Cambridge, bas lately made, according to 
report, an interesting observation upon the form of 
the Continents. If we elevate a terrestrial globe, 
until the Arctic and Antarctic circles are tangent 
to the weoden horizon,and then caase the globe 
slowly to revolve, we shall find that a majority of the 
lines of elevation in the earth's crust—i. e., const 
Hnes and and mountain ranges —wi!!, either as they 
tise or as they go down, coincide ip passing with the 
wooden horizon. 

For example, the main coast of the United 
States, tending northeast, will, if carried on in a 
great circle, graze the Arctic circle, and (he coast 
of Florida and Labrador, tending aorthwest, will 
graze it.on the other sife. The same is true of the 
east coasta of South America and Africa, the coasts 
of the Red Sea, of Italy, of the Black Sea, of Hin- 
dostan, of New Zealand, &c. The Arctic and Ant- 
arctic circles are also coust lives; being always 
tangent to the horizon. It is impossible to exagger- 
ate the importance of thia fine discovery, proving, 
as it does, by geological facts, that the obliquity of 
the ecliptic bas been esentially unchanged simce the 
dawn of creation, and that solar heat was the agent 
to carry out the command on the second day to Jet 
the dry land appear.
